PARIS, France—l/P)—The Chamber 


of Deputies, by a vote of 508 to 12 Wed- 
nesday, approved Premier Edouard 
Daladier's request for power to gov- I 
crn France by cabinet decree for three i 
months. 


The bill was presented Tuesday as 


an emergency measure to enable the 
new government to cope with trouble- 
some financial and labor problems and 
wa.s approved shortly after midnight. 
The premier declined to make it a 
question of confidence. The bill now 
goes to the senate. 


Tuesday night .he Chamber gave the 


premier a 576-10-5 vote of confidence, 
while the senate greeted his outline of 
policy with almost 
unanimous ap- 


plause. 


The measure gives the government 


authority "until the close of the pres- 
ent session of Parliament and not later 
than July ;il" to deal with national de- 
fense, finances and rebuilding of tin- 
national economy hy ilc-crce. Such de- 
crees must be ratified by Parliament 
sometime before December 31. 


With 140,000 workers on strike the 


government ivgards social, economic 
and financial peace, as essential to na- 
tional defense. 


The premier told Parliament that the 


destiny of France was at stake and 
insisted that every one of France's in- 
ternal weaknesses undermined the na- 
tion's defenses. 


The frisi reaction was the announce- 


ment by Jacques Duclos, secretary of 
the French Communist 
party, that 


strikers in the nationalized aviation 
factories—numbering 
about 
20,000— 


were ready to return to work. Duclos 
is a deputy. 


New "Pump Primer1' 


WASHINGTON - (/P) - President 


Roosevelt and his economic advisors 
worked at top speed Wednesday to 
complete a new recovery and relief 
program, apparently agreed upon at a 
lengthy conference Tuesday night at 
the White House. 


While the conferees did not disclose 


any details, it was indicated that the 
keystone would be a proposal fo spend 
1% billion dollars on public works 
as a means of reviving business and 
industry.

and public works loans. 


James Roosevelt, the president's son 


and secretary, and Stephen Early, his 
press secretary. 


•Pump-Priming' Unlikely 


On Capitol Hill some usually well- 


informed legislators were inclined to 
doubt that Mr. Roosevelt would recom- 
mend "pump-priming"—that is, out- 
lays for heavy public works, slum 
clearance and the like—in his coming 
message to congress on relief spend- 
ing and the general economic situa- 
tion. 


The message, Mr. Roosevelt 
said, 


positively would go to congress Tues- 
day. 
He added he probably would 


follow it up with a radio address that 
evening. 


A proposal that $1.250.000.000 be ap- 


propriated for the general lighter work 
relief projects of the Works Progress 
Administration is expected. 
Opposi- 


tion forces, frankly seeing little pros- 
pect of rejecting such a proposal, are 
concentrating on a fight to earmark 
the sum or most of it for use for def- 
inite purposes.

"The Czar" can only be 
applauded for his exhortation to the industry to stifle its im- 
pulses to use its talents for propaganda, and his reminder 
that "the function of the entertainment screen is to entertain." 
But just how narrowly should the industry permit its efforts 
to be confined by its desire to carry out these ideas?

' PROPAGANDA with a capital P can ordinarily be detected 
1 
instantaneously in anv form of art. An overzealousness 


in attempting to avoid it. however, can induce a kind of oven- 
sensitiveness in the-faculty of detecting odors, and lead to the 
indiscriminate rejection of all material bearing the faintest 
scent of ,an idea. 


It might be good to suggest in a tactful way to motion 


picture'producers that evidence of some intent beyond the 
production of entertainment in its more shallow sense does 
not necessarily imply the presence of propaganda. It might 
be good to remind them that Broadway a few years ago dis- 
covered, greatly to its profit, that theatergoers long under- 
nourished on theatrical whipped desserts would stampede a 
show that served them something they could get their teeth 
into. 


It might be good to remind them also that effort toward 


no'end but entertainment in a superficial sense is as likely 
to produce exceedingly dull fare as effort toward no end but 


'"propagandizing. Entertainment is more than skin deep. 


It is to be hoped that, a propaganda phobia in Hollywood 


will hot consign to the ash can the kinds of ideas that brought 
us such pictures as All Quiet .on the Western Front, Dead 
End; Zola, The Man Who Reclaimed His Head, and Winterset.

Perhaps also there are murmurs 
to be heard with the stethoscope, in- 
dicating that the heart is not perform- 
ing its work normally. In some case; 
a rapid heart is the first indication that 
the heart is finding difficulty in doing 
its work. 


A child with active rheumatic con- 


ditions is usually found to be pale, U 
get tired easily, to be without appetite 
and to have some shortness of breath 
Such children are usually excitable 
and emotional. Occasionally they fine 
difficulty in sleeping and do not res 
well at night, getting up and walking 
sometimes shrieking during sleep. 


Usually the temperature is found to 


be slightly elevated above the norrna 
each evening and if the rheumatic con- 
dition tends to become more 
the temperature is found to be slightly 
higher each evening as time goes on. 


The physician who examines the pa 


tient will find that the heart gives evi 
dence of damage. Sometimes it is en

Growth cif Pine 


The rate of growth of pine stands 


depends on so many variable factors 
that it is unsafe to make a prediction 
such as "Southern Arkansas pino 
.stands grow at the rate of a cord per 
acre per year." but it is .safe to say 
that in most cases the growth can be 
materially increased by better protec- 
tion from fire and better cutting prac- 
tices. 


O'n good soils where fires have been 


kept out and where the growing space 
is fully occupied, the growth per acre 
per year may be a cord or more, the 
U. S. Forest Service had found; but tlie 
average growth per acre per year on ' 
all the pine lands in the South is less 
tha na third of a cord, because of thin, 
understocked stands, says M. H. Brun- 
er, Extension forester. University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. • •" 


Thc rate of growth do|x>nds on a 


number of factors—type of soil; num- 
ber o ftrees per acre; age of the stand; 
extent to damage through fire; species 
—whether shortleaf or loblolly pine; 
origin of thc .stand—whether old field 
or following logging; and whether or 
not previous cutting has tuken place. 


To determine the rate of growth in 


cubic feet or cords of any stand of 
pine, Mr. Brunei' says that the diame- 
ter growth of individual trees can be 
found by ocunting the width of the, 
growlh ring. If ihe age of the tree is 
known, the average rate of growth can 
be determined by dividing the diame- 
ter by the age. Stands are made up 
of a large number of trees per acre 
ivith different rales of growth, and tile 
growth for the stand is the sum of the 
growth of all the trees in the stand.. 


Where pines have come up on old 


fields the age of Ihe stand is often 
known. Tlie annual growth per acre 
can then be found by dividing the 
number of cords per acre by ihe num- 
ber of years.

The great amount of sorghum-that 


can be grown on tin acre is a good' rec- 
ommendation for it, and Ixith the grain 
and syrup types can be made into high (J 
quality silage when given proper treat- 
ment. Atlas Sorgo, Japenese Seeded 
Ribbon Cane, and Sagruin are .some 
of the better sorghum varieties. ,?, 


Sorghum should bo planted just af- 


ter corn pluming time in rows ;on a . ^ 
well-prepared seed bed, says Charles I 
F. Simmons, Extension agronomist, 
University of Arkansas College of-Ag- 
riculture. Since the seed should be 
planted as shallow as possible, it. is 
best to use a grain drill with a special 
. 


sorghum plate, using aboul 8 to 10 £ 
pounds of good seed per acre. Shallow 
cultivation will be necessary to 'keep 
down weeds. 


When silage is to he made for the 


[irst time on Ihe farm, it is recom- 
mended that sorghum be used because \ 
jf the ease with which il can be/ban^ ^ 
lied, and some experience should be 
;uined before other crops are used, 
Many farmers are finding that pats 


nay be made into highly paltable 
ilage. The tonnage may not be as 
great us that from sorghum, but .Stock 
will eat more of it. Oats should 'be 
cut in the early dough stage and must 
be ensiled with molasses, the agrono- 
mist declared. 


Soybeans and cowpeus may also be 


cut and stored in the trench silo if mo* 
lasses is used. The rule of planting 
und cultivation of these crops are the 
same as for hay.

No, the fight as we see it is the fight 


of a man who thinks that the salary 
he is paid by the city does not entitle 
anyone to tell him how to live his life. 


If he is doing a good job of teach- 


ing, and not writing love letters on the 
city's time—he should be let alone. 


The city found not long ago that on 


the tests given its teachers, women 
rated higher in intelligence than men. 
Some people wondered why. 


Well, the reason probably is that 


able men arc not so willing to be 
told how to live out-side their working 
hours. 


Kicking out a school teacher for his 


behavior out-side the classroom isn't 
likely to make up-and-coming young 
men any more eager to enter such a 
hidebound profession. 


So win or lose, we're glad to see that 


one teacher is fighting for the right to 
enjoy the personal liberty that men of 
other professions enjoy. And we hope 
he wins.

Home Lawns 


Smooth, green 
lawns 
throughout 


Hempstead county are reflecting the 
care which their owners have given 
them. A spacious green lawn is the 
most useful tool of the landscape en- 
gineer. 


April is the month to fertilize lawns, 


whether they are newly established or 
older ones, according to P. T. Ecton, 
extension horticulturist, University of 
Arkansas College of Agriculture. He 
recommends 4 pounds to every 100 
square feet. This application may be 
split, putting part on now and the rest 
in September. The fertilizer should 
be applied on top of the grass, and 
soaked with the hose. 


Grass seed should have been sown 


last fall, but in sowing now on new 
yards, the horticulturist recommends 
4 pounds of seed to evrey 1,000 square 
feet, or one pound to a space 14 by 15 
feetj Better distribution is obtained 
when the seed is sown half in one 
direction and half crossways he says. 


Nature's method of watering with a 


soaking rain occasionally, rather than 
a light sprinkle every day, is the best 
in the summer time, Mr. Ecton sug- 
gests, adding that late in the afternoon 
is the best time to water the lawn. 


Planting Time 


"Yuor seed didn't come up," is the 


first sentence in most letters to seed 
companies in early summer when dis- 
appointed gardeners finally conclude 
that 30 days is too long for seed to 
germinate. But Hempstead county gar- 
deners have found that the period of 
planting and preparation of the soil has 
a lot to do with the stand. 


Planting too deep so they rot, or 


planting too shallow so they wash 
away may be responsible for a poor 
stand. Planting in fresh manure or 
commercial fertilizer may born the 
young sprouts or cut worms may cut 
the young plants. 


For best results, P. T. Ecton, exten- 


sion horticulturist, University of Ark- 
ansas College of Agriculture, recom- 
mends applying 10 pounds of a 4-8-4 
fertilizer to each 100 feet of row 10 days 
or a week before planting the seed, 
vhich will allow the fertilizer to be- 
come available by the time the seed 
las sprouted. Small seed should be 
planted near the surface at about twice 
.heir thickness. Tiny seed should be 
sown on a finely pulverized bed and 
slightly covered with sand or fine dirt. 
Should a crust form, it must be broken 
to allow the seedlings to get through 
Most vegetables must be thinned after 
they mark the row to prevent crowd- 
ing and crooked shapes, he suggests.
